little helpe, but torepleniſh with the fulneſſe of his 
iniquitiethe whole heart of this peccant partie; it is 
giuen vs tovnderſtand, that Sacriledge is no ſmall 
defection, or tranſgreſſion,but an enticedeſertion of 
Gods ſpirit, and ſolide intereſt of Satan inthe child 
of perdition: for as, de quo vis ;gno non fit Mercarins, 
eucry logge willnot make a Mercuriallz fo de quo wir 
luto non fit Sacrilegis, every mould will not ſerue for 
Sacriledge. We may well fer downe, thatthisis a 
foule, afearefull, a fundamentall finne, not razing 


| the skin of Chriſts ſcalpe, like the Iewes crowne of 


thornes, but renting the ſides of Chriſtianitie , like 
the ſouldiers ſpeare, as we reade in the Goſpell. For 


which cauſe the Canoniſts were wont to allot Burchara. 


ſeauen yeares penance vnro it,as /vo, Burchardus,Gra- 
tian, andthe reſt agrec;zwhere ſo many daies ſufficed 
other ſinnes. |

Now are we to examine, for as much as itis vo» 
.deniable'but-this of Ananias-is ſuch, which of all 
theſe three it is, that is here inflied. Firſt, of a cer- 


taine not the firſt, forthatwas but a depriuation of 


the ſpicitygll eſtate for a time, concerning the com- 
panic andComforts of the Church, with condition 
annexed of reconciliation and repentance: now this 
here was corporall, as well as.ſpiricuall and eternall; 
with a barre againſt repentance, therefore notthar. 

Secondly, northe ſecond, which as ſome thinke 
either was not corporall, ſuch as the ciuil! ſword 
could inflict; bur a permiſſion or-emancipation one- 
lieto the power and regiment of Satan, who hath 
his kingdom-out of the Church, ro whs ſachfinners 
were deliuered ouer, tothe end zhat the fleſh ( hat is, 
the old man )might be mortified, and the new renewed:og 
as Auguſtine ſpeaketh , v# moriatur error, vinat ho- . 
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ani Sepphiraes ſacrikage. 
»o, that the ſtnne might bekilled, and'the-finner ſa-- 
ved, Or if acorporaltalfo, as we muſt confeſſz of A: 
chan , the Cananites, and other, vpon- whom that. 
curſe-was corporally cxecuted'on earth vpon their: 
bodies:, which was pronounced and enacted in hea-. 
uenz yer bur corporall, hauing timeand meanes of: 
grace offered for repentance... Therefore it-mult be- 
che laſt, partaking of both, but exceeding both fo far- 
as cxtreame doth goe: beyond partiall, and etetnall 
ſutrmounts.temporall. . 1:atemporall and extempo-- 
rallcutring offche bodie from the grace of life, and 
a-ſpirituallandeeternaltcurting offthe ſoule from the- 
life of grace: the ſoreſt; ſeuereſt, extreamelt venge- 
ance, that can be afflited-on-: a man in this world;:: 
forſaking and forfaken of God. Aſudden and vare- 
pentant diſſolution of bodie and foule; a preſent and 
immediate manumiſſion from-God and-grace;tothe- 
2ony and torments ofche-damned,auſt guerdon for- 
xm-that gave himſelfe ouer-to the full ſway of the. 
Prince of death, to mocke that God of heauen,. 
defeat his ſpouſe on carth, &blaſphemethe ſpiritof 
ſanRification. Itremble to thinke, that any child of - 
man, ſpecially a-child of the Church, an auditorot : 
the Apoſtles, aprofefior of Chriſt, a benefaQor of- 
the Church,no apparant profeſſed enemy oratheiſt,. 
or perſecutor, or apoſtata, ſhould be liable to ſo cx-- 
ecrable a ſentence. robe excommunicated, anathe--- 
matized, ſawmatized for grudging a few pence or 
pownds to-Godand his Church. But leauing fe-.. 
exct iudgements vnto God, wee muſt needs acknow- - 
ledge,that God ſecth notas manſeeth,forthar which: 
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full miniſters, nor onely andalwaics ſeruing incaſes 
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mans eie could nor perceive, the cies of God that 
peirce the heart,did ſee in his carriagea malitious, 
and obſtinate, a preſumptuous and deſperate, hypo- 
criticail perſecutor, and enuious Apoſtara: the eſſen- 
tiall marks ofa certaine, reprobate,and forlorne ſin- 
ner. If any yet beſidethe exigence of the faulr, will 
needesrequire more reaſon for ſo great ſeueritie, for 
their further ſatisfaQion may lift off cheircies from 
looking vpon S. Peters as if heeitherof his owne 
power, or hisprivate humour badlaine the partie, 
and remember it was the holy ſpirit, that in defe& 
of temporall magiſtracie, ( not yet Chriſtian ) did 
moderatethe whole matter: whoſe wiſedome fo far 
as we either may or can looke into, might commend 
theſe reaſons : r. the Church was to be kept in awe 
and feare of God: 2.as in aneweeſtabliſhed policy 
or gouernement,as there muſt bee examples of re- 
ward for the righteous,ſo alſo of puniſhments for de- 
linquents: 3.thar vnder the colour of religion and 
new conuetſion, one ſhould not defeat or defraud 
another: 4. itwas requiſite, that the authoritic ofthe 
Church ſhould be wrought among them withour, 
and they prepared by ſuch exemplarie iuſiice to like, 
and loue her gouernement, Thele and ſuch like, 
which Caluis and expoſitors doe alleadge, may ſerue 
to ſtoppe any curious mouth, that will haue Godto 
giue account of his iudgements. | 

Here thenare we taught farit of all, of the won- 
derfulleffe&, and ſupereminent power of the word 
of God, inthe mouth of bis holy Apoſiles,and faith- 
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"xd Sapphiraes [eeviteage, 
of edification, but ſometimes alſo for deſtruRion;1l- 
beit that very deſtruction alſo of his enemies, tends 
tothe edification of his children. And theſe are thoſe 
ivegyiudle fvrepe3y , works of power, mentio 


ſpirir, to hack and hewe the vngodly in peices; and 
37a&'% agutxe, Weapons not carnall, but mighrie in o- 


peration: and as Dauidtherev pripyoth,two mouthed pat, 


or edged ſword:: with this did Moſes ſitike Corah 
and his complices: God himſelfe Nadab and Abihu, 
Er and Onan, Iezabel and AthaliazIoſua Achan,and 
them of Canaan; Elizeus the 42. children ; and this 
did Peter drawe outhere againſt Ananias and Sap- 
phira. Whereby we ce the Church cenſures arc no 
brata fulmina, little childrens pot-guns, beadles and 
boltles artilleries; but tearing and roaring Cannons; 
nor left to theſwaying of Peter alone, much leſle to 
that-man of Rome, to brandiſh not ſomuch againſt

Miniſters of the Goſpel. 

- Neither 3s.it without neede, rhat there ſhould be

ingthencethe ſacred treaſure, 1800. talents, we may 

read in the facred volume: but God (mote him with #5 
an-incurable and inviſible plague, convulſions in his 

bellie, impoſthumarions in his bowels, till hee con- 
cludeda hatefvlllife, with an abhorred death. 

The Eeccleſtaſticall ſtorie mentioneth Iulian, Vn- Trcod 443, 
cle andSeward ro the Apoſtata, with Felix his com-

rewarded: the one had his mouth conuerted into a, 
zakes, that way avoiding the ſuperfluities of nature.

In which caſe I can ſay no 
other,but that the deuill hath done like ©425t5,0nc 
ofthe 30. tyrants, that vſurped vpon the State at A- 
thens ; who finding Socrates to ſtand in his way, and 
hinder his concluſtons,deuiſed this meanes to be rid 
ofhim*:he hires the idle-headed Poet _411/lophanes, 
totraduce the good man openly vpon the ſtage, both 
to worke himthat way ſome open diſgrace, and to 
ſoundthe peoples liking of his worſe intreating.The 
marter ſorted fo well to the tyrants minde, thar the 
Poet for gaine, and the people for game, gaue way 
tothe cup of hemlocke, and Socrates death. 

The cnemie of our ſaluation doth bearethe like 
ſplene to the miniſters of the Goſpel , thorough 
whoſe ſides he ſeekesto wound, and worke out true 
religion, as men that indeed do marre his markets. 
The Pope in the deuils pageant hath ated the Poer, 
to ſcandalize their profeſſion, by withdrawing their 
ſuſtentarion; perſwading the world, that high pouer- 
tic is the way to high perfection, and thata freeze 
gowne is habit enough for holy profeſſors, ( where- 
in] wonder ſo holy afather doth not goe before, or 
at lcaſt accompany vs inthe way to holineſſe) and to 
poſſeſſe nothing, the onely way to happineſſe. 

Therefore letthem that hane any portion of Gods 
ſpirit, any ſparke of grace, any conſcience of wel-do- 
ing, any care of God-ſeruing, ſtop their cares at this 
Syrenof finne,the charmes of profit: rememberbur 
whoſe brat it is, out of what ſculleric it came,and let 
them if chey can, ifthey dare approoue it.

they- miſlike the maintenance? their way is better: 
and before they miſliked the Church meanes, they 
fell out of loue with the Church itſelfe,the edifices, 
ornaments, ceremonies, ſactaments, and whatſoc- 
ucr 15 not purans puta. 

... Theſe men ſay areſacrilegers:for firſt they haue 
defiled our holy ſacraries, with their Bedlam Rhe- 
toricke, more fowly then cuer they were with Baby- 
loniſh reliquestearming'them Temples of Baal, ſizes 


of Antichriſt, cages of umleane birds, ere. Nay,lome 


hauc commenced to ſuch a degree of holy frenzie, 
that they have abhorred the very tongue wherein 


ſuperſtition hath talked,as the language ofthe beaſt, 
| I'1 (then 
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The Anatomie of Ananias 
(chen happily truce, when themſclues do ſpeake it.) 
Burt I leaue the perſons, and come to the point, one- 
ly adding thus much: as Sampſons foxes were ſun- 
dredin the head, bur combined by the aile; ſo the 
Puritan and Papiſt, though their deuiſes differ,their 
ends are one, to ſubuert religion; nor profeſſedly as 
doethe Turkes, yet by conſequence and neceſſarie 
inference, moſt ſubtily. For asa learned Gentleman 
hath lately written; Tithes haue been Gods ancienr 
demeane, and nobler parr of his inheritance, foun- 
ded primarily on the law of nature, as that principle 
which teacheth ro honour God; (we becing in iu» 
ſtice, bountie, and gratuitic, bound to acknowledge 
his bountie and Soucraigntie:). But glebe land, and 
houſes (howſoeuer now vſed in the nature of moue- 
ables) are his fixed inheritance , and ſeates of his 
manſion, not ſoauncient, yet now. as proper, giuen 
by deuour men, grounded on: the warrant of che Le- 
uiticall cities, as it werea holy portion. of land-for 
his Miniſters ro dwell on. ! an hog 
For Yrbanus the fixt, Biſhop of Rome, in ano; 
222.did firſt alter that Communion of the Primitiue 
Church, that we read ofin the Acts: whothoughtis 
expedient in thoſe pureſttimes, for' the perperuall 
releite ofthe Church, notto ſell the'lands., as they 
did in. the Apoſtlestimes ( as this fa&t of CAnanzas 
ſheweth)but rokeep themeheinſelues;becaulc ofthe 
caſualtic in pecuniarie contributions, by 
And alchough Abbey lands were giuen to ſuper- 
ſkitious:vſes, yetboth Ciuilians &'Canoniſtsagree, 
that lopg.cultome may preſcribe'in chis caſe,though 
the 


ard Sapphiraes ſacrifedees 
the beginning had been erroneous. Andas we ſhall 
ſecelſewhere, in donations to ſuperſtitious vſes,their 
ſuper may bee mended, but their {22/05 continued. 
As for Abbey lands, 1 wiſh King Hezry 8. had nor 
taken away the ſubiec of the queſtion,there isan 0- 
ther reaſon and queſtion ofthem. But Biſhops lands 
weregiuen vpon the firſt planting ofthe Churches; 
andif fuch Temporalties of Biſhops,and thoſe which 
they called matrices Eccleſie : much more tithes of 
Gods owne inſticution, or atthe leaſt giuen by the 
common conſent of the Chriſtian world. All which 
endowments, not we, but the auncient Fathers ( as 


Azguſtine, Cyprian, Chryſoſtom, and the reft,)call patye. *om.23 in act 


monium Chriſti, dotem Sponſ#, Chriſti ſacram poſſeſſio+ 
nem, and predia ſancta. 

Therefore let vs not corre magnzficat,and in pre- 
ſumptuous noueltie, condemne and contemne all 
antiquitie, The word Charch, or asour Northren 
Brittan calls it, Xyrc&, is but the corruption of Kugrans, 
ro ſay,the Lords houſe: which fo long as the world 
was enflamed with the ſacred fire of deuotion,cuery 
hand and heart deſired to ſanctifie it ſelfe, to adorne, 
and endow. But now ſince that was quenched , and 
the ſacred fire of rapine and facriledge hath bin kind- 
led; men leaue to be zealous, and learne to be facti- 
legious, becomming execrable by touching exe- 
crables. 

As for thoſe lights of Gods Church, whoſe lear- 
ning we loue,and names reuerence; I ſpeak of Cafvin 
&the reſt, whoſe authoritie is vrged againſt vs; who 
for the prophanation, fell out _ the Conſecrati- 
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on of theſe things; like the Athenianthat cameto 4- 
riftides, to haue him write Arifides.name to baniſh 
bim by the law of Oſtraciſine; yet it was not for any. 
crime that either had committed, but that for wane 
of meanes, and leiſure from other imployments, 
they were no better acquainted with the parties:yet 
Calvin miſliked of tythes, onely becauſe they were. 
obtruded /acerdotal; ture, not ifthey had been main- 
tained m/niſterialt inre: being well aſſured that reuc- 
rent man would belittle pleaſed were hee liuing, to. 
heare his name oppoſed againſt the Church , that 
ſpent all his timeand meanes in the behalfe of the 
Church: no more then he was with his zcalous Aus 
ditor, that ſo extolled his ſermons,thatif S. Pauland- 
S. Calvin were to preach in one houre, hee would: 
leaue S. Paul to heare S. Catnin, 

For you, I wiſh you better aduifed, leaſt God ob-. 
ſerucby whomhe is impeached: your meaning may 
bee good , but haſt of your way hath out-galloped- 
your good intent; and precipitancie in iudging,hath. 
foreſtalled your inudgement. Forl beſcech you look. 
backe into your prepoſterous courſes , and tell mee 
what manner of propoſttions theſe be: Tyzhes, Prela- 
ces, Churches, demeanes, & dignities are all Antichrifti- 
an, the markes of the beaſt, the zarments of the whoore, the-. 

ſties of the deuill, Lentardus 600. yeeres ſince, made. 
hirsſelfe away in verie deepe deſperation, having. 
taught that theſe things were idle and ſuperfluous: 
and many among you, hauing been drawne away 
from the mother Church, after your whiſtles and- 
oatcn pipes, finding hollowneſle in your holineſle, 


end Sapphiracs ſacriledge. 
have done little better: whereby many of your Do- 


Rors have been murderers of Gods people, and if 


not violateres, invaders your ſelues of Gods inheri- 


rance, yet ye haue been zradtores, betrayers of ir to. 


other, and traytors to your Maſter. For asin the 
trade of purſing , there are ſetters, and there are a- 
Qors;loir cannot be denied,that if you did not com- 
mir the robberies yourſelues, yet you plotted the 
matches, and -were partakers ofthe purchaſe. 

For who were they that egged on the Herodiars to: 
beg our reuenewes, and ſet on.the ſouldiersto caſt a 
chance for Chriſts coat againe ? were they not ſome. 
men in your coates, that put vp billsand petitions to 
the Parliament houſe, to plucke downe Churches,to 
eretChappels, to ruine many to reare one? Who 
were they that would haue made the world belecue, 
that Biſhops were Antichriſtian callings, and elders 
werethe worthy gouernours 7 that ſo not in eueric 
Dioceſle, but in euery pariſh,for a Biſhop you mighc 


erect a ſuperintendent in name, a Pope intruth?- 


Who was it that called the Vultures to the ſpoyle, 
& the beaſts vnto the prey, with an Edomites voice, 
crying, Downe with them, downe with them euen tothe 
around; and a Moabites tongue, Yp Moabtothe ſpoyle? 
by which meanes both the Canaanite is ſtill in the 
land, and the Edomite hath deuoured all:and all the 
coſt beſtowed on Gods houſe is counted Poperie, 
and all the meanes that commeth not of Almes is 
heldtyrannie: Sothar ſhortly we ſhall not beſo ho- 
ly as horſes; for they may be ftabled in Churches: but 


wee ſballnothaue our ceremonies ſo well as in ſta- 
3 bles; 
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bles; but eirber in houels, or vnder hedges,the Mini. 
ſters hauing no more reſpe& then grooms & oftlers; 
and the landnoreligion at all, or ſo many as there 
are Churches, by meanes of euery new-fanglednes, 
But whar ſaith Peter ? They who through conetou(neſſe 
make mar chandize of the word of God, their tudgement 
lingreth not ,and their damnation ſleepeth not : and our 
Sauiour,#ho ſo breakes the leaſt of theſe commanadements, 
and teach men ſoto doe, ſhal be called the leaſt inthe Kinz- 
dome of heauen. Andio much ofthe ſecond ſort.

Azainſt Lay-mens vſurpations of holy demeanes, 
with anſwer to their cantls. 


Ow come I to Lay-men, whohaue inueſted 
chemſelues with Tithes and Church poſleſſi- 

ons, ſome vnder colour of pious offices, moſt with- 
outcolour, making them or taking them for things 
of meere appropriation; likethe froſen Serpent, fo 
long harbouredby the farmers fire, till it had reco- 
ucred life, and then driving his kind hoſt out of his 
owne houſe. Many of whoſe court-rowls, if they 
werewell ſuruaicd, would bee found as womens ac- 
couſtrements, which is m#»dus, indeed a world of - 
trinkets; butin that world, the woman is minimapars 
ſai:ſoif euery bird had her ownefearher, and cuery 
Church her true tythe, many of them would nor 
haue the tythe of that they hold. Such is the age 
wherein wee liue, whercin nothing is accounted ill 
that can be gained: the names of finnes for the moſt 


part 
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and S apphyraes ſacriledge, 
part (as this of Sacriledge Jeonraining morehorror 
then the fins themſclues,as I could inſtance in many. 
The finne of Ylurie,that was of old ſo odious to God 
and man, the vſuall cheame of childrens. declamari- 
ons, is nowgrowneſowell reconciled, thatno trade 
15 morecompendious, warrantable, vniuerſall; as if 
the venemous teeth were either fallen out with age, 

or the vicious qualitic were fo well correed, that 
all borrowers were inriched by ir. Bur as one hath 
well aid, if the teeth are rebated for biting, yerthe 
gummes are hard:in nipping:ſothat-it may be true- 


ly ſaid of this, asis ſpoken of the great Turke , The 


gra(ſe wil nener grow more where the Grand Seniors horſe 
hath ſet his foote : ſicldome hath any ſtate recoue- 
red, that hath beene bcholden vnto the Viurer: 
Yet call a .demure profeſſor, bythe name of vſurer, 
though Nonerixt YVninerſs, all the world doth know 
it, he will hauc anaction:againſt you. Now what is 
the: reaſon: of this, but that he cannot endure to 
heate;whathe.can be content to be? the word con- 
raines ſome kinde bf malignitie, the: monic hath 
none, but like rhe:Tole-monic whichthe Emperour 
Feſpaſian raileg ofthis ſubies vrine, bonweſt odor lucre 
ex-re qualibet./T mightio like manner goe through. 
the whole. Gyclopadie of finne,theeuing,whoring , 
fwearjgg,drinking;and ſtabbing: the ſame is the caſe 
of criledge;the word is harſh,the name infamous, 
but the thing ofa better aſpeR, and the profic of 
g00d acceptances:

hauc ated vs Hercules furens,who comming into e-

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The CAvatomie of Anauis 
2 Temple, and there finding a golden Adoxis, put 
thatin his pocket with tbis pretie quip , At zu nhil 
ſacries: Your maſterſhip isnodeitie:f{o whatſocuer 
theſe men could finger in Church or churchyard,ſo 
long asitis neither Saint nor ſhrine, they hold for 
goodpurchaſe,and haue been contentto pocket ma-

Yet the. King of Ammon (haued but halfe the 
beards of Dauids Embafſadours (for they might be 
too long )and clipped bur halfe their cloathes/ they 
might be too heauie;) but our ſhauers, becauſe they 
would bee ſure to leaueno ſuperfluous excrement, 
baue taken away allo the neceſlaric tegument ;' (o 
that in ſome ſenſe we may ( though with ourſhame) 
bechalenged by the Papiſts, thar Pater #oſter built vp 
Churches, but Our Father hath plucke tbem downe 
againe. | | VA 
Our deuout predeceffors out of theirignorance, 
did but abuſe the materials of holinefle; bur ourimo- 
dernedemure profefifors,out of our much leartiing, 
haue quite taken them away. Many mn 
worke of the reformation, without true meaning 
to reformation, more ſtudying for gold thenſer- 
uing of God, and more thirſting forthe»goods: 
ofthe Church, then any good. to the Church: fo' 
that we may write of our reformators, as aFrench- 
mandid of the laſt ciuil broiles oftheir pacificators, 
V ulcanum aut folles aut ars ignata fefelin > -*i 
"Ergivey dum vult cudere, cudzt giv; 
All atnot well wich 74/can ſure, bis hammer, 
or his bead: 
Refor- 


end Sapphiraes ſacriledge. 
Reformershe did meane to make, but 
hath deformers bred. 
For as S. Auguſt. ſaid of ſome heretiques, to eſta- 
blith their owne deuiſes, mifinterpreting the Scrip- 
tures, de medicamentis (ibi unlnera factunt, make them- 
ſclues fores of theverie ſalucs: we may trucly lay to 
hauec falne out in this caſe, that the medicine hath 
prooued worſe then was the maladic : the one fai- 
ling bur in the manner, but we inthe verie matter 


as is touchedelſewhere. Therefore as fooliſh and il- elur. 


aduiſed people flying the inuaſton of theeues or wild 
beaſts, fall into whirle-pooles, or break-neck places: 
ſo while theſe vndertakers had their cic another way, 
fying from ſuperſtition, haue ingulfed themſelues in 
icreligion ; either ouer-looking, or atleaſt ouer-lea- 
ping truereligion berween them both. For where- 
as the firſt donors ſhewed humanity in the efficient, 
impelling, or moouing cauſe;zour goodly correQors 
haue failed in the finall : for where men of more de- 
uotion then inſtruction tooke ſuperſtition for religi« 
on, which was the 9inor; theſe men of more _ 
neſſe then godlineſſe,haue taken deſtruQion for edi- 
fication, which is the waior: and fo the laſt errour 
hath been worſe then the firſt. Wherein they ſeeme 
little to haue differed from the fouldiers, that caſt a 
chance for Chriſts coat: ſaving thatthoſe ſuffered 
Chriſt ro haue his life in it; theſe have nor only par- 
ted his garments among them while he is alive , but 
ſo nt as inthemlies, puſhed at his life, to poſſeſſe 
them ſecurely,, embezeling the maintenance that 
ſhould propagate bis Kingdome.

But it hath been much and oft obiced, that the 
Eccleſiaſtical livings were fowly abuſed in former 
times; and therefore it was thought good by the 
State they ſhould be ſupprefled. 1 graunt the abuſe: 
but what? is abuſe become a warrant for aboliſh- 
ment? what Logick is this? or what law for poore 
Churchmen? The Philoſopher would denie though 
wine is abuſed, that the vine ſhould bee rooted out: 
the like would the ſcholler doe for books; the Statef- 
men for armes;the Law-makers for ſcepters;the Di- 
uines for Scriptures. All whichthings if they may 
haue leave to ſtand, and to reifie their abuſe, ſhall 
the Church yer forfeit all, if her reuenewes ſhall bee 
abufed? 

But ſay that Abbeyes and Monaſteries were abu- 
fed; and let it not be the fault ſo much of the men, as 
of the matters themſelues; what hane our Cathedral 
and rurall Churches deſerued? Admir that-Babylon. 
muſt goe downe; but why muſt Bethelem beare her! 
company? May Inotas truely complaine herein, as 
ſometime Athanaſins did; Eſto, peccanerit Athana(i- 
#us,at quidaly Epiſcopt feeer ww aut quem Arſeninm oc- 
ciderunt? Suppoſe that Athanaſins indecde were guil- 
tie, yet what haue other Biſhops done; haue other 
Biſhops killed Ar/enias alſo? So though Abbies 
haddeſerucdtheir doome, what can be pretended a- 
gainſt Biſhopricks, Deanries,Dignities,Cathedrals, 
and Colledges,and poore countrie Parſonages? all 
are not tainted with the ſame imputations, yet all 
have beene expoledto the ſame maledictions,  - 

Which had they-been ſpaxed ; and Gods houſes 
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&rd Sapphivaes ſacrifedaes 75 
perng not ſo inuaded,the wils of the dead had bin 
better fulfilled, the infanterie of learning otherwiſe 
prouided,thehonour of God more carefully furthe- 
red, their dving conſciences better comforted, and

their owne ſucceſſions and eſtates morefirmely _— : 


bliſhed. Now deſolation is written vpon many 0 
their doores, and extirpation hath ſeazed on their 
families, while Zimand /mdaunce in theirparlors, 
Ochim and Oſtraches {critch in their pallaces; the fa- 
thers for the moſt pact dying either comfortleſle, or 
childlefſextheſonnes living either graceleſſe,orland- 
leſſe : the fathers ſuſtaining the infamie of robbers, 
the ſonnes induring the miſerie of beggars: both fa- 
thers & ſonnes like Ionas whale, ſicke in their ſtates 
and ftomacks, vntill they had regorged the fat mor- 
ſells which their hungry ftomacks had too haſtily 
ſvallowed. Nay, tell me if your ſelues haue not ob- 
ſerued, that many of ſuch demeanes haue prooued 
like Se-anxs horſe, that neuer had owner, but either 
hebrake his necke, or bleſſed him with ſome other 
misfortune. Avery remarkeable iudgement of God, 
ro infuſe a malignitie into the verie lands,thatno 
man ſhould thriue that holds them, no man ſhould 
eſcape ſome egregious miſchiefe that hath them. I 
will ſay nothing of the Suppreſſors themſelues , of 
whom a very great man of this Kingdome hath write , cx. 
ten, that eadems temporis periods, ithath been farall ro 
ſome mightie Monarchs at the ſame terme of time, 
to haue their ſucceſſors exterminate that inuaded 
the holy poſſeſſions, 
De male qudſitis non ganaet tertins hates. 
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The Anatorcit of CAnanias 

Therewas afarre better preſident ſhowne vnto 
the world ſome 300. yeers ſince, againſt ſuch kind of 
Alienations , by a ſtatute made by Edward 2. by di- 
ſpoſing the goodsof the Templars, ( who for their 
great impietie of their diſordered order, was then 
extinguiſhed) ro the hoſpitaller-Knightsof S.lohn 
in Ieruſalem; with this prouiſo, Ne 7» pros vhs eroga* 
ta, contra donatorum voluntatem in alios vſus diſtrahe- 
rentur; to ſay, thatthe lands ſo giuen to pious vies, 
ſhould nor againſt the Donors intenſion, be diſtra- 
&ed,and turned to other prophane purpoſes. Which 
equall dealing mighralfo in this caſe have been pra- 
iſed,if men had equally propounded to themſelues 
theiraime, the glorieof God, and not their owne 

ainc. 
: But there are many things ſlanderouſly deviſed, 
and iniurioufly enforced againſt vs , to legittimate 
eheir ownefacrilegious dealing , and iuſtifie our de- 
ſcrued ſuffering:their high deſerts, our great vnwor - 
thineſſe;the difproportion ef the things themſelues, 
and the incongruity tn other countries. 

Of all which in generallI may ſay, as ſometime 
Hierome did, Ingemui fateor, minus nobis ineſſe volum- 
tatis ad propugnanaam veritaterns, quam ineft illis inui- 
dentie ad incukandum menaxcium: it grieued me [ 


_ confeſle, to ſee that we haue lefle willto auerre our 


Great mens 
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true propoſitions, then our enemies haue malice to 
enforce their falſe concluſions. 


7. Firſt, therefore as to heir deſerts; let me ſay as 
Alexander did,to ſilence Epheſtion contending againſt 
Crateras: At quants opes, aut quod twmm facinus , fi quis 

ribs 
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$1bi demaat Alexandram taun? and I pray fir,what may 
your mightie mcanes or merits: be, if wee except 

our Soucraignes fauour? To becloathedin ſcarler, 
and fare deliciouſly cuery day,is cauſe inough to ery, 
heu quanta patimur ! oh our paines ! oh our ſervices! 
Burſuppoingthar the ſeruices were as bigge as their 
ambitions can faine chemzand as many as their para- 
ſites could ſtraine them; yet not like the merits of 
Zopyraus to his Maſter, thatto win him Babylon, did 
eadurethe ampulation of hiscares, and mutilation 
of his members: But though they had wonne their 
King another Monarchie, yer mult they ſtil fall ſhore 
of the Clergic;and howſocuer, yetnot to be rewar- 
ded outof the Church, but the Exchequer. 

Bur alas, that men cannot raiſe the walls of their 
owne worthinefle , bur vpon the rubbiſh of others 
ruines. Ve enuie not their honours, nor ſeeke to 
ſupplant their fortunes:letthem deſpiſe vsas ſuperci- 
liouſly as they pleaſe, yer when they haue done, our 
calling ſhall be both honourable with God,and no- 
ble in irſelfe, and meritorious to the world , howſo. 
euer ourperſons ſhall bee eſteemed; both for birth 
& breeding not inferiourto many of our maligners. 
But to-omit theſetitles not ours,why ſhoutd not Pal- 
ls and Hpolb have as faire charters to inveſt their 
clients with carneſts of honour, as any of the other 
dicties? Vhy ſhould not thearts and learned ſtu- 
dies, priuiledge asmuch as the Hall or Burſe > why 
ſhould nottheQueen of learning Diuinitie,raiſe her 
followers as high as an other pettic Lady about the 


rowne ? Therefore letno man, that hath ndthing to 
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The Anatomie of Ananies 
alleadge but his fathers conuciances,vpbraid our cal- 
lings anddegreesof ſchooles, withſuperannated ca- 

Br: euen our inferigur Graduates haue 
paid more, and deſerued better for thole their titles 
of approbation, then they that mocke them,and on- 


ly knowthus much inthemſelues,that they know no- 


thing worth knowledge.Chry/oſtorme as iswel known, 
writeth a tract of ſer purpoſe, beſide many other 
places of his workes, to prooue that a Biſhops nor 
onely equall, but ſuperiour vntoa King : which if 
it bea ſtraine too high, yerit iscleare, that the moſt 
eminent Princes that euer were , thought it their 
gloric, toannexetheillumination of Prieſtsto rhe 
ſublimations of their Soucraignties. And thoſe grea- 
teſt Prophets, Eſay and Demiel,thatwere of the blood 
royall , thought it no diſparagement to ſerue the 
Church: Bartholmew among the Apoſtles, Ambroſe, 
Chryſoſtome, Petronius, Metrophanes, Enſebins, Emi(ſe. 
nus, Victorinus, Caſſjanus,and anumber more of the 
famous Biſhops , were very nobly deſcended. But 
what ſpeake I of ſuch, or of yeſterday? are not the 
ſons of Dauid the moſtnoble Princes of the blood? 
yctelſewhere tearmed ſaceraotes, prieſts? not that 
they were ſo in proprictie of ſpeech,but becauſe that 
title deciphered the trueft honour and beſt nobili. 
ty among the auncient Worthies. And what is that 
titleand embleme, ot not onely honour buralſo vſe, 
of that calling,which nor a Prophet of Iſrael ro mag- 
nific his ownecalling, but a King of Iſraclſtyleth E- 
liſha by, 21y father, my father ,the Chariots of I(r acl,and 
hor ſemen of theſame: apredication incompetent to 
the 


and Sapphyraes ſacriledge, 
the greateſt Monarch. 

But whether doe I digrefle in my iuſt complaint, 
which I end with the Pcincely Prophet, Hane mercie 
00s O Lord, for we are witerly contemned, our ſouleis 
enen filled in her ſelfe with the ſcornefull reproofe of the 
mighty, and with the decertfulneſſe of theproud. 

To returne then to the point, men muſtnot rob 
Peter to pay Pan, or more truely rob boch Peter and 
Paul, to pay a Centurion, or gratifie a minion. The 
Church, and common-wealth are two diſtin& bo- 
dics, hauingeach their -offices, their. charges, theic 
penſions : concerning which our Sauiour hath ſet 
downe, date Ceſari que ſunt Ceſaris, & Deo que Det

lats, that are moſt eminent in theland; whom nei. 
ther this my anſwer can honour,nor your impurati- 
on ſlander. fay no more, Neztals auxilio, nec defen- 
ſoribus iſlis Tempus eget.--- 

The reſt doe no good, you ſay, they keepe no 
houſes: is all goodnes in houfe-keeping? then much 
of the nobiltic and gentrie of this land, doe veric 
litthe good: yer Church-men keep houſes; not for 
you perhaps, that would liue at free coſt, yer-for 
their poore neigbours: howbeit perchance neither 
all, nor for all, nor alwaics : for qa#s ad hec ſufficrens?

Tleaue totheir owne apologies. Wherefore this ca- 
villofour vnworthines , I hold but the idle evapora- 


tion of godles braines, that hold other men, eſpeci- 


ally our calling,worthy of nothing; themſelues wor- 
thie of all : but they are not our iudges, neither isic 
reaſonable, that our enemies ſhould be both our ac- 
cuſers,and witneſſes, and iudges,and excutioners al- 
ſo.God did neuer licence any Lay-men fo farre,when 
the Prieſts were at the verie worſt, armbe Dog ges, z- 
dol Shepheards, drowſie watchmen, blinde guides,to with- 
bold their dues: and good Kings haue ordained, 
thar no man vnder colour omitted by the Miniſter, 
ſhall detaine his Tithes, &c. and ſo did the old Ca.

faults, To conclude, their vaworthines is queſtiona-

But in the meanetime, their apiſh vanities, epicure 
like ſuperfluities, fuliginous fooleries, facrilegious 
robberies, Fimbrian-like iniuries , Tarquinian-like 
ſurquedries, Efauiſh profanirties, and Iulianiſh apo- 
ſtalies arenot too much. Butto the point, which 
aimes at ſome reaſon , but lined with much malice. 
Someof the Popes clawbacks, to daube vp the 
faults of choſe holy Fathers, ( as I haue ſhewed cls- 
where ) maintained, that Tithes were grounded vp- 
on all the 3. Lawes of Moſes: morall forthe equitie, 
ceremoniall for theafhnitie, Iudiciall for the polli- 
cie; becauſe the ewes were 10. Tribes, whereunto 2. 
other were added to make amends for ſome mens 
bad payment: all vntrue. But ifthe Prieſts werethen w.roburs 
the tenth part of the people, where was that pro- 
portion before that Law? Bur it hath been further 
Prooued, that the Zeuits were not the 10. nor 12, 
Nor 20, part af thatpeople,nor the 40. but atleaſt 
the ſixtieth:yet let vs obſerue their portion and pro- 
portion. The learned D. Downehams hath colleGted, De Dig. min, 
that the Prieſts income, being brought home to 
them withour labour or charge,with their 48.cities, 
was more to them ( beingasthe honourable Sir 
D L 2 walker 
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The Anatomie of Anenics 
Water Raleigh hath prooued not much bigger then 
Wales, ) then all the Biſhopricks,benefices, Col- 
ledge lands, and all other Ecclefiaſticall endow- 
ments and profus in this — the Popes of 
Rome, nor any other had neuer alienated any,as 
now they haue done one halfe.And this was not on- 
Iy among the Iewes, but fromthe ficſt preaching of 
the Goſpel: ſo ſoone as the ſcepter turned Chri. 
ſtian, all Tithes.were inſtantly reſtored, all landsand 
donations that vnder the perſecutions had beene- 
taken away, all Images, treaſure, and furniture of 
heathen temples : ycerely ſummes amounting toa 
great quantitie- out of the Exchequer itſelfe: all 
the goods of ſuch-as dicd inteſtate, all new erections 
of wel diſpoſed people:and to knit vpall in one word, 
theſamerto. be hereditarie, as vader Moſes. 

And thus ſtood the affaires ofche Church.,till An- 
tichriſt confounded things ſacred and prophancezand: 
Cymmeriall darkenes diſpoſſeſt the world, as of 11-. 
lumination, fo. of true deuotion ; onely ſome ſmall 
good meaning did ſometimes vndoethemſelues, to. 
endow the Church, wherein it became ſo ſuperla- 
tively prodigall, that ithath been hide-bound euer 
ſince. And now are we arriuedat thoſetimes, where: 
the children carric it out much faſter then euer their 
Fathers brought it in: where our inſatiable church- 
howands, do not as Cerberus did with Sybi/las inchaun-:

led with the like: ſome 1n incqualitie muſt be con- 
feſſed, which mightbe redreſſed, which is acciden- 
tall, no deformitie that isſubſtantiall. And fo much 
of Lay mens vſurpations,which needed not fo much 
proofe, as reproote. 


CHAP. IIIL, 


Azainſl the exemptions that ſome Cities and great 
Townes dee clame in Charch duties. 


; Here is an otherſort ofmen, that albeit they 
| lurch not the Church lands, nor countthem 
Aatichriſtian, yet enfranchiſe themſelues with a 
falſe priviledge;thar they arc as free from the com- 
imandcement of Godin this caſe, or any other ordi- 
nance of man concerning that matter,as from the 
reſcripts ofthe Sheriffe of the our-ſhierc; to pay no- 
thing for the maintenance of the Miniſter, more 
then their owne mind ſhall voluntarie condeſcend 
vnto, or order taken vpon theiragreement atthe 
Hall, ſhall makethem liable vnzo. And therefore it 
leemes 


and Sapphiraes facriledge. 
ſeemes a thing moſt abſard, and verie vareafonable» 
that Perſonall Tithes of Arrificers, trades-men, and 
Merchants,ſhould be demaunded.By which meanes 
they ſad and dull the hearts of their Miniſters, by a 

couctous and vnconſcionable preſcription, to allow 
him nothing, but his rwo-pennie offrings at Eaſter, 
anda veric {mall quillet notto be accounted of be- 
fide. But they muſt vnderſtand, that firſtatleaſt a 

perſonall Tithe is due, which tharpoore portion no 
way doth counteruaile by a thouſand parr.Secondly, 
ifnotin act, yet in equitie, fome proportionate 
ſumme vntothat which God, and man hath indif- 
ferently fer downe. And of this aſſertion I haue 
theſe reaſons, beſide thoſe I haue ſet downe in ge- 

nerall. 

r. It is the dictate of nature, and poſitive law of 
| God, to honour God with ourriches, and the good 
things of this life as is Godsordinance, and as the 
holy inen of God haue done, Abraharn, 1acob, and all 
the holy nation, and all our countrie befide.VWhat 
charter then or charitie,what cuſtome or conſcience 
can beprerended,to free vs from that which all the 
Chriſtian world, nay all the Vaniuerſall world are 
| bound vneo? 

They may obie&, that one-man may ſerue that 
eurne fora whole Citie or Towne, and for one man 
their maintenance may be ſufficient.

thankefull reraliation, If then we finde our charges 
ingrate, our Superiours ſiniſtrous, our neighbours 
inturious, our auditors ſacrilegious, nor reſpeRing 
our labours, nor requiting our cares zneitherreue- 
rencing our. petfons, nor abſtainingfrom ourpenſi-.

The hiſtotie of the renowned Biſhop T4awphilo- 
chius Biſhop of Tronium, is well enough known, and 
the ſtratageme he vſed to the Emperour Theodoſiap, 
roſhew him bis error inthe matter of the Arrians, 
The holy Biſhop had ſolicited this Einperour to ex- 


pellthe hererikes, that had as:then too much fauour 


inthe Empire,as ſome of their fellowes haucat this 
day with vs; but the Emperour out of bis mildenes 
had forborne to doc it,as ſome other doe alſo now; 
ſo as by this conniuence they had almoſt mard all: 
wheretpon the good Biſhop was driven to bethinke 


 himſelfe of ſome remedie, to awake the Emperour 


out of his dead ſlcepe:for which cauſe having with. 
ina while occaſion to cometothe Courtto viſic his 
highneſſe, he found the young Emperour. _\#cad/us 
(whom-his Father had newlycreated to govern with 
him) -ficting in ſtate together with the olde Empe. 
rour. The good Biſhop made humble reverence to 
the Emperour Theodoſires, but to Arcadius did none 
at all. The olde Emperour thinking he had done ir 
by ouerſight, put him in minde tofſalute Arcadrus al- 
ſo: the Bithop replied,it ſufficed ro honour him,and 
therefore needed notreuerence his ſonnealſo. The 
Emperour now growing into choller arfo high con- 
rempt, bad he ſhould be carried out of the Court: 
whereupon the Biſhop taking the opportunity, rold 
the Emperour tothiseffe&z Anddoe you, firEm- 
perour, take the diſhonour of your ſonne fo hainou- 
{ly ? then I beſcech you conſider, how God wil take 
it at yourhands, to diſhonour bis rg 2 The Em-

Firſt, ſeeing the pride, rage, and rapine of the e- 
nenmie is fo prefiimprtuous, aſſociating themſeluesſo 
dangerouſly ,confpiringour ruine ſomiſcheiuoully,.

haue noother-hope but to-haue recourſe vnto our 
God, by rheexample of the auncientgodly, by our 
faeredand ſerious ſypplicarions, deſiring him to in- 
hibice thenyas he beſt can, and ſhall beſt pleaſe; for 
that theisrtumules cannor otherwiſe be tamed:, nor 
theirfpirits charmed. .
